The issue will be closed 
without notice as soon as it appears that the total subscriptions amount approximately 
to Rs. 200 crores (Nominal) and in any case not later than the close of business on the 
3rd December, 1975. Government reserve the right to retain subscriptions received upto 
10 per cent, in excess of the sum ot Rs. 200 ciorcs. 

2. If the total subscriptions to the aforesaid loan exceed the sum of Rs. 220 crores 
(Nominal), partial allotment will be made in respect of the loan on a proportionate basis. 
If partial allotment is made, the excess subscriptions will be refunded as soon as possible 
after allotment. No interest will be paid on the amounts so refunded. 

3. 6J per cent, Loan, 1996 issued at Rs. 100.00 per cent, and redeemable at par on 
the 1st December, 1996— 

(i) Date of repayment. —The Loan will be repaid at par on the 1st December, 1996. 

(ii) Issue Price. —The issue price will be Rs. 100 for every Rs. 100.00 (Nominal) of 

the Loan applied for. 

(iii) Interest, —The Loan will bear interest at the rate of 6i per cent, per annum 

from Is' December, 1975. Interest will be paid half yearly on 1st June

supplementary PROVISIONS 

4. Place <jf payment of Interest.—interest on the loan will be paid at the Public Debt 
Offices of tbl Reserve Bank, of India at AhmedabaU, Bangalore, Bomoay, Calcutta, 
Hyderabad, Jaipur, Kanpur, Madras, Nagpur, New Delhi and Patna, at any treasury 
or Sub-treasure elsewhere in India except the State of Jammu & Kashmir, and at die 
Central Government’s Pay and Accounts Offices at Jammu and Srinagar^ 

5. Refunds of tax deducLed at the time of payment of interest fat the rates prescribed 
by the annual Einance Acts) will be obtainable by holders of the loan who are not liable 
to tax or who are liable to tax at rates lower than the rate at which tax was deducted. 

A holder who is not liable lo tax or who is liable to tax at a rate lower than the pres¬ 
cribed rate, can obtain on application, a certilicate from the Income-tax Officer ot the 
district, authorising payment of interest to him without deduction of tax or with deduction 
of tax at such lower rate as may be applicable to the holder. 

6. Interest on the loan now issued together with interest on other previous Govern¬ 
ment securities and income from other approved investments will be exempt from income- 
tax subject to a limit of Rs. 3,00(1 per annum and subject to the other provisions of section 
SOL of the Income-tax Act, 1961.

13. Brokerage will be paid at the rate of 6 paise per Rs. 100 (Nominal) to recognised 
banks and brokers on allotments made in respect of applications for the loan tendered 
by them and bearing their stamp.
